The address to the Irish people says that 
the tyrant tory government of England ha* 
th rown aside the tonus of decency under 
whteh i t has heretofore veiled its malignity 
and now stand* fo r th the remorseless exe 
cutloner oi naked and unblushing des|M»t-
ism, in strange contrast wi th the just pride 
and moderation exhibited by the I r i sh peo­
ple In their struggle, Urines, menaces aud 
judicial murders have fai led to dampen 
their spiri t or to materially crush their on­
ward march. They are assured that their 
countrymen iu America stand ready to 
support them in any steps which their wis 
dom aud prudence may dictate.

New York Wor ld : For the first time 
•luce Kobort Garrett'a confinement on ex-
Mayor Hewi t t ' * estate at Kingwood, N . J., 
there I * a credible auggestion that he la not 
suffering f r o m paresis, a f o r m of mental 
alienation which Is incurable, but f rom a 
more common phase of cerebral affliction 
which la not only w i t h i n the curable reach 
of medical science, but which in hla case 
ha* been practically conquered. The ma­
terial reasons given fo r this belief are let­
ters which have lately been received from 
the deposed railroad k i n g by friends of his 
in this c i ty . These are al l dated f rankly 
f rom Kingwood; are a l l models of terse 
sense and coherence; are al l wri t ten , with­
out the slightest alteration, in the peculiar 
rhtrography of Mr. Garrett, and in all 
there is merely an Incidental but s t i l l a 
plain though sad reference to his affliction. 
The strongest of these miaaives Is ad­
dressed to a gentleman who is noted for 
his love and knowledge of hunting dogs, 
and who has been selected as one of the 
Judges In the forcomlng Boston Bench show. 
In the course of a beaut i fu l ly wri t ten let­
ter of four pages, dated f rom Kingwood 
and bearing mark of Jan. 23, Mr. Garrett 
congratulates the canine expert upon the 
a p p o i n t m e n t , sneaks of enjoyable hunting 
excursions of t h e past, makes Inquiry as t o 
the prospects for fu tu re sport In the field, 
and after a brief but plaint ive reference to 
the present monotony of his l i fe , speaks 
hopefully of being sufficiently recovered to 
undertake » European voyage in the spring. 
Mr. Oarrett'a friends contend that his mind 
was simply overtopped by a succession and 
excess of trouble*. I t Is only four years 
since his aged mother, while d r iv ing from 
( t i e country seat, Montebello, into Baltl-
u i o i e , was th rown f r o m her carriage and 
ki l led; four months later his father died 
f rom a broken heart: next fo l lowed Jay 
Gould's deception, whereby, while Garrett 
wan in mid-ocean, the Baltimore and Ohio 
Telegraph company was gobbled up for 
fr3.000.000 less than it would have brought 
iu the London market, and finally, when 
the young mill ionaire waa recovering from 
these blow*, his brother Harrison was 
drowned f r o m his yacht in the waters of 
the Chesapeake.
